Speech Style 
of Nixon Is 
Departure

WASHINGTON (A P) _ Presi- 


dent Nixon'.s first State of the 
Union address demonstrated a 
presidential style vastly differ- 
ent from that of his (wo immedi- 
ate predecessors. 


There was none of the folksy, 


person to person approach fre- 
quently employed by Lyndon B. 
Johnson arid no brilliant phrases 
or literary allusion such asJohn 
F. Kennedy used. 


Nixon spoke briskly in a mat- 


ter of fact way that may, as 
much as anything, sum up his 
approach to the presidency. 


And Congress rescinded in a 


matter of fact way: Republi- 
cans clapped loudly in all the 
rigtit places arid the Democrats 
applauded politely on occasion. 


Although the State of the Un- 


ion address is supposed to bo a 
message 
to Congress, 
Nixon 


clearly had a larger audience in 
mind. 


His eyes rarely strayed to the 


member.^ oj tlio House and Sen- 
ate, but"'• remained fifed on the 
copy of his speech before him or 
on the television camera in the 
confer aisle a few foot away, 


Nixon's preference for openly 


rending hi.s .speech marked an-

from 
the 


immediate past. Doth Johnson 
and 
Kennedy liked to use a 


prompting device that made it 
look as though they had memor- 
ized their s|x>eches. 


Johnson frequently would look 


directly at .someone when he 
was making a point- .such n,s at 
a recalcitrant committee- chair- 
man when discussing legisla- 
tion. 


And where Kennedy liked to 


turn to poets, historians, and 
statesmen for quotes to Illumi- 
nate his remarks, Nixon stuck 
to the conventional rhetoric of 
the occasion, drawing only once 
on .'in outside sourc".

t doesn't happen just on 
television. The very news- 
paper you are holding in 


lyour hands will self-destruct not 
fin five seconds but in about 50 
[years. 


Now the average newspaper 


i reader may consider 
this to 


[be an admirable thing, depend- 


i ing upon his opinion of the news- 
| paper or of the news it prints. 
But it is distressing to scholars 
researching 
historical 
docu- 


ments dating from around World 
War I and before to have those 
documents crumble before their 
eyes. 


It seems that the nation had 


another 
information explosion 


about 100 years ago and tho de- 
mand for more paper for books, 
magazines and newspaper began 
outrunning the supply of linen 
and cotton rags. It wasn't until 
thf 1880s that a new process for 
making paper from chemically 
processed wood pulp was intro- 
duced on a commercial scale. 


Unfortunately the life expec- 


tancy of this wood-based paper 
was and is 50 years. By com- 
parlsion, the rag paper in exist- 
ing copies of the Gutenberg Bib- 
le, printed more than 500 years 
ago. is in nearly perfect condi- 
tion. 


Microfilming is one solution 


to the case of the disappearing 
documents, but this is expen- 
sive, 
time - consuming and, in 


many cases, too late. 


A similar problem has afflic- 


ted the cinematography profes- 
sion, reports American Heritage 
magazine. Masterpieces of the 
first GO years of motion pic- 
tures have already disappeared 
because of the deterioration of 
the nitraie-based film they were 
photographed on. The Academy 
of Motion Picture Art and Sci- 
ences has- discovered that it can- 
not assemble a complete file of 
Academy award-winning films. 


A "hole" has developed In the 


continuity of liistory between the 
latter part of the 19th century 
ami our own time. A lot of valu- 
able things will be lost through 
that hole before it is plugged.—

New Fighting 
Breaks Out 
in Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - New fighting 


was reported today near the 
base ot Black Virgin Mountain 
north of Saigon and In the U 
Minh Forest deep in the Mekong 
Delta. Both regions have long 
been enemy strongholds. 


Thirty-seven 
North 
Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong were re- 
ported killed by allied forces In 
the two clashes Friday, the only 
significan ground fighting re- 
ported. The only allied casual- 
ties reported were four South 
Vietnamese soldiers wounded In 
the U Minh fighting. 


The U.S. Command said the 


fighting 
near 
Black Virgin 


Mountain, called Nui Ba Den in 
Vietnamese, started when ene- 
my troops opened fire with ri- 
fles and machine guns on recon- 
naissance helicopters. Twelve 
enemy soldiers were reported 
killed. There were no U.S. cas- 
ualties. 


It was the first fighting re- 


ported around he mountain, 55 
miles northwest of Saigon, since 
two weeks ago when troops of 
the U.S. 25th Infantry Division, 
claimed that they killed 123 ene- 
my soldiers in a four-day opera- 
tion. 


The U.S. Command also said 


that about half of the 29 enemy 
rocket and mortar attacks re- 
ported throughout South Viet- 
nam during the 24-hour period 
ending at 8 a.m. today were 
concentrated In Tay Ninh Prov- 
ince, the province In which the 
mountain Is located.

Kennedy Asks 
Amendment 
ot Crime Bill 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Sen. 


Edward M. Kennedy, after los- 
ing one fight to amend a major 
anticrime bill, scheduled a sec- 
ond attempt today as the Senate 
nearcd passage of the iegisla- 
tlon sought by President Nixon. 


The organized crime control 


bill before the Senate was one of 
the measures the President v/as 
talking about Thursday In his 
State of 
tho 
Union message 


when he said: "We in the execu- 
tive liave done everything we 
can under existing law but new 
and stronger weapons are need- 
ed In tltls fight." 


Pending as the Senate re- 


sumed work on the measure 
was an amendment by Kenne- 
dy, the Democratic whip from 
Massachusetts, and Sen. Phillip 
A. Hart, D-MJch. It would strike 
a section of the bill overturning 
a 1968 Supreme Court decision 
tliat permitted defendants ac- 
cess to government information 
obtained from illegal wiretaps 
so that they can determine if ev- 
idence thus obtained Is being 
used against them. 


One object of the bill was to 


make it easier to obtain evi- 
dence for criminal prosecutions. 


In a vote Thursday shortly 


aftei President Nixon renewed 
his call for tough new anticrime 
bills, the Senate rejected 62-11 
an attempt by Kennedy to nur- 
low the list ol offenses fur 
which additional prison sen- 
tences of to 30 years can be Im- 
posed. 


Kennedy argued the special 


sentencing provision In tht bill 
would go beyond the field of or-

Nigeria's 30-month nightmare 


of civil war was a warning 
symptom of what ails the Im- 
mense continent of Africa. 


Lessons for all nations in- 


volved, Mg and small, powerful 
and weak, are fairly obvious. 
But nations have an uninspiring 
record of learning from such 
lessons, and tho outlook for the 
African continent, as of now, re- 
mains gloomy. 


Civil and guerrilla war, politi- 


cal instability, poverty, hunger, 
disease, backwardness, popula. 
tlon explosion, division, suspi- 
cions-you name it, Africa has 
it. To complicate all this, its re- 
sources .and geography make it 
an arena of global contest. It all 
threatens to produce, some day, 
a continental nervous break- 
down with repercussions for the 
rest of the world. 


Even after WoM WaiU| time 


tions in the whole continent: 
South Africa, Liberia, Egypt 
and Ethiopia. Then what British 
Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
Milan 
called 
"the wind 
of 


change" 
blew the continent 


abruptly Into the 20th century, 
unready and unable to cope. 
The avalanche of Independence 
began when Ghana, the forer 
British Ivory Coast, won free- 
dom In 1957, France under 
Charles de Gaulle began liqui- 
dating Us empire in 1958. In the 
1960s alone, 31 new nations were 
born from the womb of colonial- 
Ism, 
British, French and Bel- 


gian. 


A sort of reverse, latter-day 


colonialism dictated frontiers. 
What had been colonial bounda- 
ries were demanded by new 
leaders as their own, regardless 
of racial, cultural, religious, 
tribal and other differences. 
Now, in a continent of close to 
350 million people there are 40- 
odd states, some far too small 
to be viable. 


In the 1900s there were 15 


coups and mutinies, a variety of 
assassinations, two civil wars, 
several guerrilla wars, 


For many countries the eco- 


nomic outlook is bleak. In 20 na- 
tions, the per capita income is 
less than $100 a year. In the rest 
U is little better and the highest 
probably is under $400, Most 
rely on basic agricultural prod- 
ucts. 


Some of the black nations find 


they cannot get along without 
whites. Their lack of skills can- 
not be overcome in the near fu- 
ture, 


The vast Sahara and formida- 


ble mountains divide Africa, 
north from south. There are 
many other barriers, such as 
the arbitrary colonial bounda. 
ries of what are now independ- 
ent states, lack of a common 
tongue. The north Is mostly 
Moslem, much of it Arabic- 
speaking, The Islamic conquest 
of centuries ago felled to sur» 
mount the natural barriers. Be- 
low the Sahara are pagans and 
Chrislans. So the "Africa for 
Africans" slogan tends to lose 
meaning, since It Is a world 
wrapped up in a continent, a 
world of many languages and 
cultures. Pan-Africanism is a 
goal for many, but it is distant, 
if not impossible.

federal offense. 


Another novel part of the bill 


is designed to root out racketeer 
infiltration of business and labor 
unions, partially through use of 
anti-trust concepts like divesti- 
ture, dissolution and reorganisa- 
tion. 


The bill also provides for ex- 


tra sentences of up to 30 years' 
imprisonment for habitual and 
professional criminals and lead- 
ers of organized crime.
